Washingten, May 10.—One effect of the retreat of the Spanish fleet hag been to 
hasten the preparations already under sull headway for the dispatching of military 


expeditions to Cuba. It also has caused a complete change in the concentration 


plans. 


Time is now believed to be the great factor. 


There is no longer opportunity to indulge in extensive drilling and 
practice maneuvering. The regular army troops do not need these and 
are to be thrown at once into the fray. 

Many of the regiments of the national guard which are entering the volunteer 
service are felt to de sufficiently trained from a military point of view to follow 
the regulars immediately; and the-<departm:ent indicated its purpese today of dis- 
patching these volunteer troops direct’y to the gtvif coast for shipment instead 
of sending them to Chickamauga. This disposition was shown by the changes in 
the new orders issued to the troops, although there yet may be a return to the

“To the Clergy and Laity of the Catholic Church of the United States.—Greet- 
ing: The events that have succeeded the blowing up of the battleship Maine 
and the sacrifice of 266 innocent victims, the patriotic seamen of the United States, 
have culminated in war with Spain and our own beloved country. 


‘‘Whatever may have 


been the individual opinions of Americans prior to the 


declaration of war, there can now be no two opinions as to the duty of every 
loyal citizen. A resort to arms was determined upon by the chief executive ‘of 
the nation, with the advice of both houses of congress and after consultation with 
his cabinet officers, but not until after every effort had been exhausted to bring 


about an hemorable and peaceful solution of our differences with Spain. 


The 


patient calmness, the significant forbearance, the subdued firmness of President 
McKinley during the trying time that intervened between the destruction of the 
Maire and. the declaration are beyond all praise and should command the admira- 


tion of every true American. 


We, the members of the Catholic church, are true 


Americans, and as such love our country and our flag and obedient to the highest 


decrees and the supreme authority of the nation. 
“We are not now engaged in a war of section against section, or state against 


state, but we are united as one man against a foreign enemy and a common foe. 
If, as we are taught by our holy church, love of country is next to love of God, a

NEW MINISTRY INEVITABLE 


Secretary for the Colonies Has a Cold 
Reception In the Chamber, 


HIS ADDRESS MAKES NO IMPRESSION 


The Delegates Protest Against the 
Declaration of Martial Law and 
Declare They Will Await 


Formation of a New 
Cabinet. 


Madrid, May 10.—In today’s debate in the 
chamber Senor Moret, secretary for the 
colonies, replying to Senor Mella’s speech 
yesterday said that neither victories nor 
defeats could be ascribed to one regime 
more than to another and that it was a 
bad interpretation of the words of Isaiah to 
say that God averts His face from nations 
governed by women. 

With a view of remedying “the mistake 
made last week’’ Senor Moget said he wish- 
ed to repudiate the suggéstion of Senor 
Silvela*that he (Moret) desired to convert 
parliamént into a national convention. 

“Il asked not for orders, but only for 
suiegestions,”* he declared. 

The speech was coldly received, Senor 
Silvela showing a disinclination to accept 
the proffered reconciliation, and the debate 
left the impressfon th Senor Meret will 
have to be sacrificed, but that Sagasta 
probably will remain premier. 

The Catalonian deputies strongly pro- 
tested against the proclamation of martial 
law in Bareelona, as there have been no 
r ttrere. 

The minister for the interior, Senor Cap- 
depon, replied that the authorities of Bar- 
celona undoubtedly had good reasons for 
their action: 

Thefeupon the Catalonian, deputies de- 


“claved they would postpone their imtended 


interpellation of the minister for war “until 
@ proper government has been formed” 

A Valencian deputy declared that the cap- 
tain general of Valencia had threatened 
the newspapers, saying he would break up 
their forms if they printed matter attack- 
ing the government. 

Republican Causes Disturbances. 

The lower house had a prolonged sitting 
this evening with a view of passing the 
current political measures giving the gov- 
ernment authority to provide funds to con- 
tinue the war. 

Senor Salmeron, the republican leader, al- 
luded to the rumors of the queen regent’s 
abdication and declared that the republi- 
cans were ready to form ‘a government 
forthwith. His remarks evoked a storm 
or protests and Senor Salmeron was unable 
to proceed for fully ten minutes. Monarch- 
ists and republicans shrieked at each other 
and bandiei threats. 

Sagasta Pleads for Government. 

Senor Sagasta, the premier, then rose 
and declared that any one trying to show 
disunion among Spaniards when the nation 
was engaged in an international atrugglie 
was umworthy of the name of Spaniard. 

Senor Salmeron shouted: 

“IT am a good Spaniard.” 

This exclamation was greeted with mon- 
archists shouts of: 

“No, no. Out with him!” 

Senor Sagasta appealed to the patriotism 
of members and prayed the house to vote 
the “‘funds necessary to conduct the war.” 

His appeal was greeted with the general 
cry, “We will vote immediately.”’ 

Senor Silvela, leader of the dissident 
conservatives, said his party would abstain 
from further discussion and was ready to 
vote the urgent war fuhds immediately, 
but he claimed the right to debate the oth- 
er budgetary measures. 


NEWS DIRECT FROM GEN. GOMEZ. 


Courier from the Insurgent General 
Arrives in Washington. 
Washington, May .10.—President Palma. 
head of the Cuban delegation, arrived here 
this morning from New York and is ex- 
pecting !mportant advices direct from Jjen- 
eral Gomez. He received a dispatch last 
night stating that a courier frofh General 
Gomez's .camp had passed through Key 
West and was now on his way to Washing- 
ton with letters from Gomez. The courier 
probably will not reach here before tomor- 
row, at the earliest. In the meantime Brig- 
adier General Nunez, who is just back from 
heading a party which made a juncture 
with Gomez, arrived this afternoon and 
conferred with Mr. Palma. It is probable 
that the advices direct from the Cuban 
commander in the field will bring about a 
further conference betwéen the Cuban au. 
thorities here and the officials of the war 

department. 

Mr. Palma today expressed his views on

London, May 10.—A special dispatch from 
Shanghai saye that it is reported that Ad- 
mira] Montejo, the commander of the Span- 
ish fleet who escaped from Cavite by run- 
ning along the shore to Manila with his 
two sons, was killed by the populace of 
the latter place, 

It ig added that ‘the hospital of San Ro- 
que, filled with Spanish soldiers, was set 
on fire by shells from the Boston and that 
sisters of charity were killed while remov- 
ing the wounded. . 

Massacres ate reperted to have occurred 
outside of Manila, the ingurgents butcher- 
ing even the Spanief women and children. 

Dewey Shown Spanish Treachery. 

A fresh example of Gpanigh treachery 
seoms to have come to light. It i said 
here that priests and <wisters of charity 
of the Cavite: Huepital, in a procession 
bearing crosses, etc,, petitioned Rear Ad- 
miral Dewey not to massacre: the sick 
and wounded, which, naturally, he did not 
do. The Spaniards; it is asserted, 
upon thanked the Americans for their hu- 
manhity and repaid’ them by informing them 
of a marrow channel which they said was 
not mined, while the broad channel, they 
explained, was fully mined. Qn investiga- 
tion upon the part of Americans, however,

American Representative of the Pre- 
tender Leaves for Home. 

New York, May 10.—Senor de la Costina, 
American representative of Don Carlos, 
left New York last night to join his leader 
in Europe. Senor Costina said that his 
departure was due to a summons from Don 
Carlos, and that all the other American 
Carlists had already left or were about to 
leave to assist Don Carlos in his next 
effort to regain the throne. 


“Some way. may be found,” said Senor 
Costina, bd settle the difficulty when Don 
Carlos is king. Should Don Carlos, how- 
ever, consider the honor of Spain compro- 
mised by peace, he will certainly carry the 
war on to the end. Besides his own im- 
mense fortune, which amounts to about 
$30,000,000, he inherited a large fortune from 
his first ‘wife, and his present wife, too, is 
very rich... Then, he can command the 
entire fortune of every Carlist in Spain, 
France or anywhere else. 


WANT TO BE WITH GENERAL LEE 


“New Major Generals Called at the War 


Department Yesterday. 

Washington, May 10.—Several of the new 
major generals were at the war department 
today endeavoring to arrange for the detail 
of their staffs and other matters necessary 
to their taking up active service.

Sue for Peace at Once, 


GOVERNMENTS MAY TAKE MATTER UP 


No Attempt Will Be Made To Stay 
the Course of United States, but 
the Work Will Be Under- 
taken in Hope of Es- 
tablishing Order. 


Washington, May 10.—As a result of the 
Spanish reverse at Manila leading mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, representing 
some of the most influential of the great 
powers of Europe, have unofficially ex- 
changed views on the opportuneness of a 
movement, dictafed by fhe most friendly 
spirit and in the interest of peace, toward 
urging upon Spain the futility of further 
prosecuting the war and inducing her to 
sue for peace on the basis of the reiinquish- 
ment of Cuba, the promise cf a war in- 
demnity and thé occupation of Manila by 
Admiral Dewey until the war indemaity 
is paid. 

It was stated tonight “op one of the most 
influential members of the diplomatic 
corps, an ambassador, that such a step by 
Spain was the logical result of the crush- 
ing Spanish defeat at Manila and that 
Spain herself should be the first to recog- 
nize it as a measure of her own self-pro- 
tection and self-preservation. Her ‘best 


friends in the family of nations ought to | 


urge it upon Spain, this ambassador gaid. ' 

With Spanish poiitics. in their present dis- 
ordered state he did not know whether the 
men at the Head of the government were 
strong and brave enough to save Spain by 
a heroic sacrifice of her pride... Unless they 
did, he says, the disaster of Manila would 
be repeated, for it was now patent to ghe 
world that Spain’s military and naval 
Streretn wae grotesqueiy inadequate to 
cope with the forces of the United States. 

It is said that Spain’s plight is such at 
the present moment that a movement on 
the other side may begin at any time to- 
ward inducing Spain to make terms fof 
closing the war. In such &@ move, it is 
pointed out, those powers which have been 
friendly to Spain, particularly Austria ard 
France, might join in urging héf to sbe 
for peace before it was too late. It is said 
that the nations most friendly to Spain 
might suffer almost as much ag Spaift her- 
self by a prolonging of the W&r and the 
ultimate annihilation of Spaim. At the 
same time, those powers most friendly to 
the United States, particularly Great 
Britain and Russia, would, it is belleved, 
join in any movement profiilsing to restore 
the peace of the world.

GENERALS ASSIGNED TO DUTY. 


Lee, Wilson and Wheeler Will Serve 
Under General Brooke. 


Washington, May 10.—Major General Séew- 
el; hag been assigned to command the con- 
centration camp near Falés Church, Va. 
This is taken as an ‘ndication that the gen- 
eral has concluded to accept his military 
commission, risking his tenuré of office as 
a genator thereby. The orler issued froin 
the war depariment today reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The following named offilcer§ should be 
ordered to report to the adjutant general 
for duty with the troops to go into camp 
at Washingto., D. C.: Major Genera! Sew- 
ell, Brigadier Generals Poland, Kent, 
Young, Randall, Schwan and Bates.”

Conjecture as to the Meaning of 


the Spanish Fleet, 


WILL IT MOVE ON DEWEY 


| 
Leading Ambassadors Declare Spaln Should 


By Passing Through the Suez Canal, Which 


Ts Open to Them? 


BUT SPAIN'S PORTS WOULD BE EXPOSED 


By the Withdrawal of So Many of Their Ships and This 


Fact Will Probably Deter the Spaniards from 
Making an Effort to Retake the 
Philippines.

Washington, May 10.—(Special.)—The long-looked for Spanish fleet has been dis- 
covered. There has been no conflict between Sampson and the enemy fie went out 
to find, for there was no nemy. . 


This afternoon the state and navy departments received official 


advices that the Spanish fleet is off Cadiz. 


The importance of this news is great. It means that there fs now no reason for 
further delaying the long-desired movement on Cuba This has been held back 
simply with the idea that it would not be wise to send an expedition into Cuba 
until that Spanish fleet was attended to, or fts absence from this side was known 
and the American fleet was foot loose to give the army the necessary protection. 

With the Spanish fleet in the watera near Porto Rice or Cuba, this co-aperation 
could not be guaranteed. 7 

Now that the fleet is found to be on the other side of the Atlantic 
movement on Cuba can be made without danger, _ alk ‘ 

Sampson's orders intluded the occupation of San Juan, Porto Rico, all ft is 
believed that he will immediately move upon the Spanish base of supplies on this 
side of the water. A few of his fighting ships can bring about this end in @ compar- 
ative hurry, and the others can come back to reinforce the blockade of Havana 
and cover the shipment of troops to @Cuban landing. . 

This movement of troops is to begin at once. General Miles will leave fomorrow 
for the south.. He 1s to take personal command of the invading army. Theré will 
be first sent over the regulars now being hurried toward Tampa. | 

The war departmént refuses to give out the official figures of the size of the 
first invading army, but after the first lot of regulars are sent oe will be fol- 
lowed rapidly as possible by the volunteers. 

General Wheeler left this morning to take charge of the volunteers at Chick- 
amauga park. This means that the famous little cavalry leader will soon attain 
the wish of his heart, which is to get into Cuba with an G@rmy of volunteer sol- 
diers at his back. 

It is now understood that the first movement from Tampa will come 
on Saturday. : 

General Miles will reach there some time Friday®and by the time he arrives on 
the scene Genera} Wade and his subordinates will have everything in readiness for 


the first move. 

Things are going to hum in Cuba. The land movement upon Hevane is go- 
ing to be vigorous and supplemented, as it will be, by the blockade and bombard- 
ment from the seaside, the taking of Havana will be a question of comparatively 
a short time. At least, that is the calculation of the officials of the war depart 
ment. Of course it will necessarily take some time to transport the troops, but 
from the minute the first landing is made the campaign will be vigorous. There 
is great rejoicing in the army at thé prospect. 3 

The discovery of the Cape Verde fleet at Cadiz leads to much speculation as te 
its probable movements. It does not seem possible that the Spanish authorities 
will permit that fleet to remain idle much longer. At Cadiz it has been greatly 
augmented until it has become the most formidable fleet that Spain could possibly 
put upon the waters. That it will eventually come toward the United States seems 
certain. It cannot make the trip under ten or fifteen days, however, and this will, 
it is calculated be ample time for transportation of troops to Cuba. They are to 


carry with them sufficient supplies so that if they were deprived of the support . 


of the navy for any reason they could Without troublé take care of themseives. 
For whenever and wherever that Spanish fleet puts in appearance the fighting 
ships under Sampson and Schiey must meet it. What this fleet will do is of course 
purely a matter of conjecture. Spain’s home troubles will not allow inaction on 


the part of the navy. . 
After the defeat at Manila !t was smnsuneet that there» would be no thought 


of peace overtures until Spain had concentrated her forces and sent them against 


the enemy. 
It seems most probable, therefore, that without waiting’ very much longer this 


fleet will head westward. There may be no bombardment of either Havana or 
San Juan until after that fleet is met, but there will be no further delay in the 


land movements. 
Safty of the Oragon Assured. 


The safety of the Oregon from attack is now completely assured and the way 
is clear for military operations in Cuba without running the risk of having the 
occupying army’s line of cOmmunication cut off. 

On the other hand, it is believed no enduring peace can be secured until the 
Spanish navy is destroyed, and it now appears that to do this our sailors must 
make up their minds to go after the Spaniards, a task very much mere difficult 
than that of meeting them near our shores. 

It was suggested by some of the members of the war board that there was 
just a possibility that the Spanish squadron might make a quick passage into the 
Pacific through the Suez canal and attack Dewey at Manila. 

It is said that contrary to the common understanding, the Suez canal 


is open to the warships of belligerent powers so that if the Spanish 
choose to take this course they would have a long start of any pur- 


suing fleet from our side of the Atlantic. 

It is scarcely believed, however, that the Spanish are willing to take the great 
risk of exposing to our attack their own home ports by the withdrawal of so con- 
siderable a portion of their naval strength as would be tec 8 to overmateh

ANARCHY REIGNS IN ITALY. 


Newspapers Are Not Allowed To Pre- 
sent Truthful Situation. 
London, May 11.—The Rome correspon- 
dent of The Daily News in the course of @ 
dispatch, a large portion of which was evi- 
dently suppressed by the censor, says: 


“It is believed that matters are steadily 
growing worse. The government is clearly 
unequal to the difficuities of the situation 
and great anxiety prevails in political 
circles, 

“The problem is much wider and more 
deeply rooted than the question whether 
the cabinet is to remain or fall, or whether 
this or that party is blamable. The re- 
sponsibility must be laid on the system 
which for a quarter of a century has 
ground down the country. The sttack is 
an attack upon the unity of Italy. 

“Two cabinet councils were held today 
and ministers were umanimous in the reso- 
lution to stick to their posts and continue 
the policy of repression at all costs. 
Perfect calm prevails here, but the patrols 
of troops continue and all gunsmiths and 
cutlers’ shops are closed by special order. 

‘Tl am unable at this moment,.to send 
you more than a few words. Fresh and 
more rigid measures have been adopted ‘n 
the censorship of telegrams. The forced 
silence is most ominous. Any official ac- 
counts of the restoration of order must be 
received will all reserve. The rebels are 
besieging Milan.”’ 

The Daily News publishes a dispatch 


from a point beyond the Italian frontier 
confirming the censorized telegram from 
its Milan correspondent as to the fighting 
at Milan. According to this communication, 
between 100 and 200 Were kili:d on Satur- 
day, more on Sunday and still more yester- 
day (Monday). Hundreds are wounded and 
dying the new buflet used by the troops 
having the effect of explosive balls.

Congressmen After 1901 Will Have 
To Qualify in May. 


PRESIDENT SWEARS IN SAME MONTH 


Senate Passes War Measures and Con- 
siders Postoffice Appropria- 
tion Bill. 


Washington, May 10.—Four war measures 
Were passed by the senate today. One of 
them provided for carrying on the addi- 
tional work in the adjutant general's office; 
the second authorized the enlistment of a 
volunteer signal corps, two-thirds of the 
members of which must be expert electric- 
ians of telegraphers; the third was the “so- 
called “‘immune Dbill’’ passed by the house 
of representatives, and the fourth was a 
measure suspending eXisting laws so that 
additional hospital stewards can be ap- 
pointed. 

A joint resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States substituting the last Thursday in 
April for the 4th of March as the inaugura- 
tion day of the president, of tne vice pres- 
ident and the beginning of the terms of 
members of congress, senators and repre- 
sentatives, was considered. 

The author of the resolution, Mr. Hoar, 
made a brief explanation of the necessity 
of making the «change proposed. Mr. Hoar 
pointed out the fact that inauguration days 
under the present arrangement were too 
often characterized by disagreeable weath- 
er, the nature of the weather involving 
danger to the health and lives of those 
who participated in the exercises. 

The most important reason for the adop- 
tion of the amendment was that the time 
between the date congress convened in 
December and the 4th of March, when the 
congress expired by ILUmitation every two 
years, was too short for the proper and 
decent consideration of the thirteen appro- 
priation bills and other matters of impor- 
tance which must necessarily be considered 
during the short session of congress. 

Mr. Stewart offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the dates should be the first 
Thursday of May. 

Mr. Allgn suggested that Mr. Stewart 
make his amendment read the 4th day of 
May. 

Mr. Stewart accepted the suggestion, and 
withonc division they senate adopted the 
amendment. 

The resolution as amended was then pass- 
ed by a yea and nay vote, 39 to 10, receiving 
the neressary two-thirds vote. 


Postoffice Appropriations. 


The postoffice appropriation bill. carrying 
appropriations which aggregate more than 
$90,000,000, was passed after a debote which 
has lasted for several days. A determined 
effort was made by Mr. Butler, populist, of 
North Carolina, to cut off the sum appro- 
priated for the fast mail service between 
New York and Washington to Atlanta and 
New Orleans, and to provide for two com- 
mittees to investigate postal affairs, but 
it was unsuccessful, all amendments ex- 
eept those offered by the committee appro- 
priations being voted down. 

Mr’ Sewell, of New Jersey, reported from 
the committee on military affairs a bill 
providing for the increased volume of work 
in the office of the adjutant general of tite 
army. The bill provides for one ass'stant 
adjutant general with rank of colonel, and 
one with rank of major. The bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, called up the 
house bill to readmit Mrs. Nellie Grant 
Sartoris to citizenship in_ the United 
Stdtes. It has already passed the house. 
At 1:05 p. m. the viee president annount- 
ed his signature to the resolution of thanks

Himself Through the Head—No

Mobile, Ala., May 10.—(Special.)}—A _ sec- 
ond dastardly attempt to poison the infan- 
try. regulars at Camp Mobile has been made. 
Several days ago some soldfers found in 
the creek which runs alongside the grounds 
a sack filled with absorbent cotton, which 
had been saturated with arsenic, and tied 
down beneath a rock which juts out mto 
the stream at a point just above the place 
where the soldiers get their drinking water. 
By accident a trooper discovered the cead- 
ly trap, removed the sack, and upon the 
contents being revealed, reported his find 
to the commanding officer, Strict orders 
were given not to mention the incident, 
and so the matter was hushed up: Since 
that day, however, the creek has been 
closely watched and vigilance was rewarded 
when Corporal John Sullivan, of company 
A, Nineteenth infantry, found a poison bag 
loaded with arsenic and anchored down 
just as in the first instance. The corre- 
spondent by chance overheard two soldiers 
talking about the plot to poison them and 
instituted an vestigation. The officers 
preferred not to discuss the matter,, but 
among the privates feeling is runniig high 
and they don't fail to express themselves. 

Spanish spies are known to be lurking im 
the neighborhood, where a number of Span- 
iards reside. They are all under strict 
scrutiny and sensational disclosures are 
looked for. No one doubts that igents of 
Spain are responsible.

On the 25th of April the representatives of 
the two governments at Tokio signed a 
protocol, the text of which as published 
in The Gazette today is as follows: 

‘1. Russia and Japan definitely recognize 
the sovereignty and entire independence of 
Corea, and mutually engage to refrain 
from all direct interference in the internal 
affairs of that country. 

‘2. Desiring to avoid every possible cause 
of misunderstanding in the future Russia 
and Japan mutually engage, in case Corea 
should apply to either of them for assist- 
ance or advice, not to take any measures 
in the nomination of military instructors 
or financia] advisors without previously 
a to a mutual agreement in the mat- 
er. 

“3. In view of the large development of 
Japanese commercial and industrial enter- 
prises in Corea as well as the considerable 
mumber of Japanese subjects resident in 
that country, the Russian government will 
not impede the development of commercial 
ane industrial relations between Japan and 

orea.”’

FRENCH SHIPS TAKE THEM OFF. 


Refugees from Havana Pass Out by the 
Blockaders. 

On Board the Associated Press Dispatch 
Boat Kate Spencer, off Havana, May 8, 
via Key West, Fla., May 10.—(Copyright, 
1898, by The Associated Press.)—The French 
sloop of war Fulton, a school ship, passed 
out of Havana harbor about 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon unmolested by the block- 
ading fleet. The American warships lying 
outside. closed in on her when she was 
spied in the offing, and the Mayflower, 
temporarily flying the admiral’s pennant, 
passed close enough to her to examine her 
with marine glasses. The Mayflower 
dipped her flag, and the Fulton returned 
the salute. The Mayflower then signaled to 
the other:ships and they al] hauled off and 
gave the Frenchman a wide berth. The 
Associated Press dispatch boat ran along- 
side the Fulton, within easy hailing dis- 
tance. Aboard the French vessel were 
quite a number of Spanish refugees, who 
crowded up to the rails. Several of them 
were women, evidently of the wealthy class, 
judging from their apparel. There were 
doubtless Some French citizens among the 
refugees, but the majority were unquestion- 
ably Spanish. 

The Kate Spencer saluted the tri-color 
as she passed under the Fulton’s stern and 
salute was acknowledged. Some ofr the 
sailors swung their caps above their heads, 
but the refugees at the rails looked sullen 
and made no sign. 

The Fulton headed west-southwest, prob- 
ably bound/for Vera Cruz, Mexico. 

The officers of the blockading fleet are 
very much chagrined because the French 
line steamer Lafayette was allowed to 
enter Havana harbor last Friday, as they 
are convinced that she carried arms and 
munitions of war; but as one of them re- 
marked, “Uncle Sam can afford to be 
generous, as no amount of contraband of 
war can help Spain now.’’ ; 

The courtesy asked by the French gov- 
ernment was that the Lafayette be allowed 
to land 150 passengers. A vigilant watch 
is being kept, and when she leaves Havana 
she will be required to show affirmatively 
that her cargo is unbroken. Failing, she 
may yet become a subject for the prize 
court.

TO MOVE FROM RINGGOLD. 


Trains Stand in Readiness To Carry 
the Troops to the Shore. 

Ringgold, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—For 
the first time since the bloody battle of 
Chickamauga, Ringgold is tc be filled vith 
soldiers who are marching on to meet the 
foe of Uncle Sam. 

That was a stnategic point during the late 
war and the house occupied by General 
Grant as headquarters remains standing 
until the present time and is one of the 
finest residences in the city. Last Monday 
morning one hundred hands were put to 
work on building a thousand-foot 
track and a two hundred-foot platform ad- 
joining the immense freight depot. Resij- 
dent Engineer Whorley, of Atlanta, has 
been Superintending the work, which has 
been completed Satisfactorily to the ruil- 
road officials. Everything is now in readi- 
ness for the loading of vseeral train loads 
of soldiers who are to be marched across 
the country. from Chickamauga Park six 
miles and loaded on board the cars at this 
point. 

Major General Brooke, whois the com- 
manding officer at the Chickamauga natiom- 
al park, accompanied by Colone! Lee, the 
quartermaster in charge of the same head- 
quarters, was here and seemed very much 
gratified with the result of the enterprise 
shown by the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. The prominent railroad 
officials, Colonel C. E. Harman. Atianta, 
and Captain John Peebles, of Chattanvoga, 
agent of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, accompanied the army Officials 
to this place and explained the surround- 
ings. They seemed delighted with every- 
thing they saw except the road which 
connected Ringgold and the national park, 
The last three miles of this roadway has 
never been completed except as a coumtry 
road, as the government employees say the 
appropriation gave out before the work 
could be completed. Twice within tne past 
few days has the private car of President 
Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanvoga 
and St. Louis railroad, been side tracked 
at Ringgold. The first time it contained 
President Thomas and several other high 
Officials of both roads. Today it was side 
tracked at this point the second time. The 
car was occupied by John Thomas, gereral 
manager of the road. His coming so soon 
afterwards adds a strong belief te the 
fact that it is the intention of the railroad 
company to build a@ spur track from this 
point to the park. A preliminary survey 
has already been obtained and it is thought 
that the branch is now a certainty, and 
that it will go from Ringgold; instead of 
Graysville, Ga., or Whorley, Tenn., as has 
been contemplated. 

Already the stock cars that are to carry 
the horses of the soldiers to Tampa are 
Standing on the side track ready to go to 
loading on the arrival of the first soldiers. 
A large force of men are busy perfeccing 
the grading to the numerous approaches, 
and the busy scene is increased with the 
arrival of additional help. The railroad 
agent at this point, T. L. Brooke, will have 
additional help during the rush of loading 
and billing the extra trains from this point. 
Seven special trains will be filled at this 
point and rushed with all possible haste 
to the seabtard. The loading of the first 
will begin at 7 o'clock tomorrow morniag.

Two regiments of cavalry, the Third and Sixth, will at once proceed to Tampa 
under General S. S. Sumner. These trcopgs will march from the park to Ringgold 
tomorrow afternoon and take the Western and Atlantic trains et that point. The 
distance is about eight miles, and it hag been decided that this march could be 
made and relieve the Chattanooga, Rome and Southern go that they could move 
the infantry with more dispatch.

The same order also formed the Second and Seventh infantry into a brigade, 
Brigadier Genera] Adna R. Chaffee in command, who is also ordered to proceed 
as early as possible with his brigade to Tampa, fully equipped for field service. 

The quartermastér’s department has been completely overrun during the after- 
“noon, as each regiment commander had been ordered to report at once the number 
of men in each command, estimates of their needs, etc., for sixty days’ rations, 
ammunition, supplies, etc., so that these might be issued without delay. 

Quartermaster General Lee has recently greatly increased his clerical force, 
so that he was able to attend to the rush business promptly and without confu- 
sion, and it is announced tonight that he has everything in his department in 
readiness for the departure of the troops at once. There will not be the slightest 
delay in the transportation Of army supplies, as the four leading railroads out of 
this city to the south have provided al] the cars that will be needed for immedi- 
ate use. 

Information was received tonight at General Brooke’s headquarters that the vol- 
unteer army will occupy the grounds now being vacated by the regulars and that 
while there will not be so many of the volunteers here as was at first expected, a 
large number will be concentrated here to be in reserve against the time they may 
be needed at the front. 

In reply to a query tonight Adjutant General Sheridan stated that before F'ri- 
day night all the troops will have been moved south, an accomplishment due to 
the fact that every command has been on waiting orders for a week and each 
command has disposed of al] its surplus

Cuban waters. On a reconnoissance in Car- 
denas harbor she drew the fire of three 
Spanish coAst guard vessels and @ lively 
sea fight followed with the tiny gunboats. 
As the Winslow was decidedly in the 
minority she ran for the*open sea, and 
her big station mate, the Machias, which 


had been called by the firing, took @ 
hand in the game with her four-inch rifles 
and tossed several shells over the low sand 
pit behind which Spain’s boats were shel- 
tered. It was impossible to see whether 
any of these landed. The Winslow was not 
touched, but she claims to have knocked a 
few splinters out of the larger coast guard 


boat, 

The most important result of the Wins- 
low’s reconnoissance was the discovery 
that Cardenas is mined. If there were any 
batteries on shore, the Spaniards did not 
think it worth while to disclose their posi- 
tion. That there are mines in the channel 
is important in view of the report that 
it is Cardenas and not Matanzas where 
the landing of United States forces will be 


made. 
Field of Torpedoes Found. 

The fight with the scout guards occurred 
yesterday morning. Cardenas is one of the 
largest bays along the the little 
town of the same name Jying at the south- 
ern end. From the w stern shore Icicas 
point reaches out like a long index finger, 
almost touching Pied 1s key light, which 
in peaceful days be@proned the harbor en- 
trance. The lighthouse has been in dark- 
ness and deserted for many nights. 

Feeling safe in the desolation of the 
lighthouse and the silence ashore, the little 
Winslow crept quietly in, under the early 
morning haze, for a closer inspection of 
the harbor. 

There evidently had been a lookout among 
the dunes along the sundpit, for the Wins- 
low was allowed to feel her way into the 
harbor, taking note of changed buoys and 
false marks designed to lead a hostile fleet 
on to torpedo fields. But suddenly there 
was a puff of smoke from among the man- 
grove clumps along one of the inlets and 
a six-pound shell screeched out of the 
bushes, Crack! came another from _ the 
shelter of a tiny key in the bay and a 
third from further down the coast. Then 
three coast guard boats darted from their 
cover, under a full head of steam, like a 
big gar pike after a minnow, 

Winslow’s Crew Ready for a Fight. 

The Winslow’s crew jumped to the two- 
pounders fore and aft and let the Spaniards 
have it, port and starboard, as they chased 
in. The little gunboats came along, shoot- 
ing, but after the usual Spanish fashion, 
hit nothing but the adjacent scenery. Then 
the Winslow scuttled along for the open 
sea, using her after gun asa stern chaser 
and defiantly shooting as she went along. 

The Spanish boats wasted about sixty 
shots and the biggest boat, mounting a 
twelve-pounder, kept up the bombardment 
as long as the Winslow was in range. The 
Spaniards, who had pfobably heard the 
news from Manila, were evidently as mad 
as a nest of hornets and kept up the chase 
until all four of the little craft were rock- 
ing in the swell past Piedras keys. Just 
then there was a crash and a roar to sea- 
ward and the Machias, bearing in under 
a canopy of smoke, sent a shell smashing 
into the pursuers. 

The little patrol boats spun like water 
spiders and ran to shelter beyond the sand- 
pit. The Machias sent a few shells skipping 
in between the sand dunes, but with what 
effect could not be seen.

Augusta, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Augusta | 
sent her troops to the front today with an 
enthusiastic send-off, but their departure 
has left many a heavy heart behind. The 
entire volunteer soldiery turned out.to see 
the volunteers off, and the confederate 
survivors were out in full force. It has 
been about thirty-five years since Augusta 
saw such a scene, and the streets were 


lined as in carnival time. 

First in line, following the drum corps, 
marched the two camps of confederate vet- 
erans.

40,000 MEN ARE MUSTERED IN. 


Adjutant General Corbin Hears from a 
Number of States. 

Washington, May 10.—Reports received at 
Adjutant General Corbin’s office up to this 
morning show that 4,304 men had been 
mustered into the volunteer army of the 
United States. It is probable, however, by 
this time that the actual number mus- 
tered in is about 40,000 in round num- 
bers. 

In response to telegraphic inquiries sent 
out by the war department as to when 
the first regiment or lesser organization of 
the states’ apportionment will be ready for 
service, the following replies have been re- 
ceived from the war governors: 

Colorado—The regiment is ready with a 
suiteble complement of officers and 842 non- 
commissioned officers and men. 

Ilowa—One regiment will be ready 
May 16th. 

Maryland—Mustering in did not begin un- 
til yesterday. 

Massachusetts—One infantry regiment is 
reaay to start. 

Minnesota—One regiment ready. 

Missouri—Two regiments and one battery 
ready to start ton.ght, 

Montana—One regiment of volunteers all 
mustered in. Clothing, tents, rifles and am- 
munition needed. 

Nebraska—The regiment ready to move 
Tuesday night. The mustering in will be 
complet efore the equipments arrive. 

South Carolina—Battalions can be ready 
in several days. 

West Virginia—The whole regiment will 
be mustered _in by Munday night. 

Wisconsin—One regiment of infantry will 
be ready to move on the 12th; the Second 
regiment will be ready except as to tent- 
age by the 13th; the Third regiment is 
without equipments. 

New York—Four regiments of infantry 
for Chickamauga wil! Be fully equipped for 
the field to move as directed when mus- 
tered into service by the officers of the 
war department; the same applies to the 
two additional regiments for Washington. 

Ohio—One regiment is mustered in and 
awaiting equipment.

, suggestions is the gravity with which 
‘The Macon Telegraph undertakes to dis- 
;cuss democratic doctrine and usage with 
' respect to their application. 
We can very readily perceive how it 
would be @dmissible, as well as natural 
‘and characteristic, for The Telegraph to 
concern itself with democratic doctrine 
and usage for the purpose of opposing 
‘them, as it has done repeatedly hereto- 
fore,-and as it will do again whenever 
‘the opportunity arrives; but-when we 
isee the Macon paper presuming to lay 
‘down the law of the party, declaring 
what should and what should not be 
‘done, and prescribing the duties of the 
executive committee, the spectacle is so 
‘unusual that we pause to contemplate it. 
We even go so far as to wade through 
a column of rigamarole based on what 
The Constitution has said in regard to 
'the power and authority of the state 
‘committee, and we find there, under 
‘cover of democratic discussion, an attack 
‘on the state committee, insinuations 
- against the men who compose it. and a 
sinister attempt to bring about dissatis- 
‘faction and promote discord. The Tele- 
‘graph says that the state committee has 
this year “made a radical departure in 
seizing the authority that is lodged in the 
masses of the party—or in the county 
organizations, which are the units of 
‘representation in the state convention.” 
‘This last clause is almost a disclaimer 
of the first, but the editor is so bent on 
“rattling” the party of ‘“‘bunko steerers,” 
as he calls them, that he does not per- 
ceiveit. Hegoeson: “That this bold 
usurpation was prompted by personal 
partisanism there can be little doubt.” 
What bold usurpation does the reader 


3 ~ suppose The Telegraph is denouncing? 
' Why, simply this, that the people, in- 


stead of voting for delegates to the state 
convention and electing them by a plu- 
rality vote, will, under the ruling of the 
state committee, vote directly for the 
candidates for governor. ‘What usur- 
pation has been accomplished by this? 
The people, under this ruling, have 
usurped the so-called mass meetings and 
the courthouse conventions which form- 
erly had possession of the field. If it is 
usurpation to permit the people to vote 
directly for the candidates of their 
choice, the state committee is guilty. 

It is worthy of note that The Tele- 
graph gets hold of the right definition of 
democracy. It says “the democratic 
‘party stands for the rule of the people,” 
‘and from this statement every act and 
rule of the state committee might be pre- 
dicted. But when the thing is done, 
f ‘when the whole matter is placed directly 
a iin the hands of the people, up jumps the 
® anti-democratic organ, and declares that 
4t is “a bold usurpation” which is the 
‘result of “personal partisanism.”’ 

Then let us thank heaven and take 
heart. If “personal partisanism” re- 
igults in clearing away every obstacle be- 
itween the people and their desires,, and 
fn abolishing the old formalities, let us 
have more of it; let it be carefully prop- 
agated in Georgia! Looking at the re- 
sult of the state committee’s meeting, it 
eannot be said that The Telegraph’s dec- 
Jaration amounts to a charge. It must 
be remembered that the state committee 
voted unanimously for the plan of a 
direct vote and every candidate then 
indorsed the action taken. What has 
suddenly changed their opinion? 

’ ‘The Telegraph goes to the trouble of 
saying that the state committee “is not 
a legislative body to govern the party.” 
Nobody said it was. It represents the 
party. In the instance under discus- 

gion, it has placed the nomination for 
governor directly in the hands of the 
people. 

But The Telegraph does not refer, 
even by implication, to the marrow of 
the matter, which is the attempt of a 
few persons in one or two counties to 
introduce an unheard-of precedent in the 
primaries—namely, the prorating plan. 
This plan, simple as it seems to be, 
would upset the whole history of un- 
broken democratic procedures. So that, 
having brought the whole discussion 
down to this point, it is plain to see that 
the project is not only a reversal of dem- 
ocratic practice, but the outcropping of 
a scheme of combination which is not 
intended to benefit‘the people. 

Therefore, if anybody is looking for 
an attempt at a gross usurpation of dem- 
ocratic policies, or for a conspicuous ex- 
ample of “personal partisanism,” he 
need go no further than this project to 
* findit. And yet this effort to baffle the 
». will of the people does not receive any 
~ ‘eomment from the ‘nti-democrat of 


of the state executive does not consist 
inthe fact that it has refused to accept 
and indorse this belated and undemo- 
cratic scheme, but because it has re- 
moved, as far as it can remove, every 
obstacle calculated to prevent the people 
from directly exercising their individual 
rights and privileges at the ballot box 
in the primary. 

If results count for anything, the pro- 
rating scheme is as obnoxious to the 
democrats in the counties where it was 
proposed as it is to democrats elsewhere, 
for in each and every instance, its pro- 
moters have been compelled by demo- 
cratic public opinion to reeonsider and 
recede from the project.

Driven to Desperation. 

In another column we print an article 
from The ‘Macon Evening News entitled 
“They Can't Head Him Off.” The News 
gives an amuging as well as a very 
truthful illustration of the methods em- 
ployed to poison the public mind against 
Colonel Candler. Arguments have long 
ago been laid aside as useless. They have 
been shown to be futile. Nobody could 
prove to the people of Georgia that Al. 
len D. Candler’s record on any public 
question is doubtful, or that his integrity 
is not fireproof and his convictions bul- 
let-proof. 

Th® people know to the contrary, and 
the “prorating” combination has begun 
to discover that the public knowledge of 
Candler is based on the man’s open con- 
duct and his old-fashioned candor. One 
would naturally suppose that after dis- 
covering thd@se things the opposition 
would base its campaign on the special 
merits and fitness of one or both of the 
other candidates; but nothing of the 
sort has been attempted. The whole bus- 
iness has settled down into an amusing 
attempt to show that Colonel Candler 
does not measure. up to the standard of 
the saints. The point is made that he 
is not a preacher—though we think he 
would make a good one, other things be- 
ing equal. 

Furthermore, it is charged that he 
“cusses.” A similar charge, we think, 
has been. successfully brought against 
the father of his country. At any rate, 
nobody has ever taken the trouble to dis- 
pute it, Well, anyhow, the opposition 
holds up its hands and rolls its eyes 
and says that Candler “cusses.” After 
a little, we shall hear that he chews to- 
bacco, and then, as the campaign grows 
hotter, it will be charged that he smokes 
a pipe, or that he doesn’t polish his 
shoes, or that his “pants” are baggy at 
the knees. And having made up a list 
of these heinous and unheard-of of- 
fenses in a public-character, the oppo- 
sition will ask, with tears in its eyes, if 
the people propose to choose as their 
chief magistrate such a man as that. 

The amusing part of this campaign is 
the fact that those who make these grew- 
some charges seem to close their eyes to 
the fact that, because Candler ‘‘cusses,”’ 
or chews tobacco, or smokes a pipe, or 
does not pretend to be a dandy, it does 
not necessarily follow that the opposi- 
tion will make the people a better gov- 
ernor. This leaves a very large vacu- 
um to be filled up, either with abuse or 
with more charges. , 

The result of the campaign against 
Candler may be known by the character 
of it.

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The Canary Islands. 

Before the present war closes the Ca- 
nary islands may become the scene of 
conflict between Spain and the United 
States. Such being in the list of proba- 
bilities, it behooves us to inquire briefly 
into the number, resources and location 
of these islands. 

The Canary islands lie in the Atlantic 
ocean not far distant from ‘the west- 
ern coast of Africa and several hundred 
miles north of the Cape Verde islands. 
They comprise seven members, of which 
Teneriffe and Grand Canary are the 
largest. These islands enjoy the dis- 
tinction of being among the oldest of the 
globe in point of settlement. They were 
known even to the ancient Greeks, who 
gave them the appellation of the Fortune 
islands. Spain did not come into pos- 
session of the islands until the beginning 
of the sixteenth century, and she paid 
dearly with her blood and treasure for 
the supremacy which she established 
over them. 

With respect to the resources of the 
islands, they are numerous and abur- 
dant, consisting of products which are 
native to the temperate zone. The cli- 
mate is perennially mild and beautiful. 
The famous peak of Teneriffe rises from 
the island of the same name. 

We do not covet the Canary islands, 
but the emergencies of war may yet 
compel us to dispatch our fleet into their 
waters.

Spain’s Loss at Manila. 

Spain’s loss in ships alone, growing 
out of the recent conflict in Manila har- 
bor, aggregates $4,700,000. 

Estimated at their market value, which 
is much less than Spain paid for them, 
the figures in round numbers are: Don 
Juan de Austria, $1,000,000; Reina Chris- 
tina, $1,000,000; Isla de Luzon, $200,000; 
Velasco, $600,000; Castilla, $500,000; Don 
Antonio de Ulloa, $1,000,000; Isla de Cu- 
ba, $200,000; Isla de Mindanao, $100,000 
and others, $1,000,000, . 

But these figures represent the smaller 
part only of Spain’s loss, when the 
slaughter of her men, together with 
other damages sustained, are taken into 
view. “Sad and glorious,” indeed, was 
the first of May for Spain.

Products of War Other Than Heroes. 

Heroes are not the only products de- 
veloped in time of war. With the break- 
ing out of hostilities there are men who 
shrink timidly from the call of duty as 
well as men who hasten to meet it with 
eagerness. 

We are reminded of this homely truth 
by the story whith comes from Washing- 
ton telling of the young naval officer 
who applied to Secretary Long several 
days ago with the request that he be 
given duties to perform on shore. His 
reason for preferring this request was 
that he was subject to continual spells of 
seasickness whenever he put out on 
cruising expeditions. His mother joined 
him with pathetic earnestness in 
pleading with the secretary for humane 
consideration, declaring that her son was 
bodily unable to endure the hardships 
incident to war upon the high seas. But 
in vain; Secretary Long informed the 
young naval officer that there were no 
duties to which he could assign him on 
shore, and that he would have to recon- 
cile himself gracefully to the inevitable. 

While the young naval officer may 
have been perfectly sincere in applying 
for relief to Secretary Long, it looks 
rather strange that he should not have 
made his repugnance to the sea known 
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vice of the government. This is what 


determined Secretary Long to make him 


face the music of the waves. 

Of course Uncle Sam does not want 
naval officers who are troubled constantly 
with seasickness; but if the malady is 
brought on by the imminent approach of 
war, there is certainly no better cure for 
it than to be obliged under the penalty 
of faring worse: on land, to put out in- 
Sstantly to sea. Uncle Sam’s policy is 
not to give snug berths to naval officers 
in time of peace and then. permit them to 
desert him with impunity in time of war. 
Well does he reason that if they are 
vigorous and sound to all appearances 
when life at sea is easy sailing they are 
certainly capacitated to retain their posts 
When life at sea becomes invested with 
the stern realities of conflict. 

We sympathize profoundly with the 
mother whose entreaties fell in vain 
upon the ears of Secretary Long; but 
unhappily, in seasons like the present, 
when cruél war demands the service 
which strong and stalwart frames can 
render its-«equisitions fall as heavily up- 
on the mothers of the brave as they do 
upon the mothers of the tenderfooted.

Professor Norton, of Harvard. 

The language recently imputed to Pro- 
fessor Charles Eliot Norton, one of the 
members of the Harvard faculty, sounds 
more like the jabber of some abusive 
Spaniard than the rational and sober ut- 
terance of one whose duty in the role of 
educator is to instill right ideas into the 
minds of young Americans, together 
with supreme devotion to the stars and 
stripes. 

Strange it is that the only note of dis- 
cord in the chorus of enthusiasm which 
the triumph of our flag in ‘Asiatic waters 
has called forth, should emanate from 
the academic groves of Cambridge, Mass. 
Is it possible that this revered spot, so 
rich in its flavor of historic interest, has 
forgotten its traditions of the revolu- 
tion? 

Professor Norton is credited with the 
remark that Americans possess the var- 
nish without the refined instincts of civ- 
ilized life. “We excel in nothing but 
science,” observes this oracle of patri- 
otism, “we have neither literature nor 
art; we are 70,000,000 good-natured peo- 
ple, gifted with fatal optimism and with 
no serious thought of any of the grave 
duties of life. We have no fine sense of 
honor; we cannot distinguish between 
what is honest and what is dishonest. As 
for myself, I feel with Horace Walpole, 
that I could be proud of my country if 
it were not for my countrymen.” Other 
extracts might be cited from the ex- 
traordinary language attributed to this 
erratic member of the Harvard faculty, 
but enough of them have been cited to 
show the strange animus which they 
contain. 

In criticising the conduct of Ameri- 
cans at tHis crisis, Professor Norton 
not only gives utterance to the meanest 
pessimism, but what is still less flatter- 
ing to him, in view of present circum- 
stances, he puts himself in opposition to 
the claims of virtue, humanity and pa- 
triotism. With greater unanimity of 
sentiment than we have ever known be- 
fore in this country we have rallied to 
the cry of down-trodden and oppressed 
Cuba, and we have gained in so doing 
the undisguised respect of every nation 
6n the globe, save only Spain herself. 
We have acted with deliberation in the 
matter: and since the government itself 
has spoken, it follows that evéry one 
who ts not with us is against us. What 
better answer can be made fo the strict- 
ures of Professor Norton? 

Of course Professor Norton does not 
represent in the language credited to 
him the sentiment which pervades the 
Harvard student body atthis time. We 
are satisfied that patriotism glows with 
luminous and fervid heat underneath the 
Harvard elms, and that the feelings of 
Professor Norton are restricted solely to 
his own bosom. We cannot believe that 
the celebrated spot where Washingtor 
assumed command of the continenta? 
army in 1776 is productive in any large 
measure of such un-American and unpa- 
triotic sentiment. We do not feel called 
upon to defend the good name of the 
people of this country;*but if Professor 
Norton is not biased in favor of Ameri- 
cans, is there any reason why Americans 
should be biased in favor of Professor 


Norton?

THREE SPANISH QUEENS; 
TWO WERE NOTORIOUS. 


Some of the queens of Spain in the pres- 
ent century have been very different women 
from the royal lady against whose govern- 
ment the American republic is now wag- 
ing wer. 

In 1808, when the first Napoleon placed 
his brother Joseph upon the Spanish throne, 
Charles IV, who was then reigning king. 
had a wife who was the most disreputable 
queen in Europe. 

Charles was an old man, weak-minded. 
and willing to make any sacrifice to secure 
his personal comfort. Finding that the 
queen Was datermined to have her own way 
at all hazards, the bedeviled monarch yield- 
ed to the stronger will and intimated to the 
female terror who was bossing everything 
in sight that she might cut any capers she 
pleased, so long as his peace and rest re- 
mained undisturbed. 


The queen hardly required her husband's 
permission to amuse herself; 

She filled the palace from time to time 
with her favorites, and indulged in riotous 
orgies with them. This woman was bold, 
brazen and utterly shameless. The hot 
blood pulsing through her veins foreed her 
to leap from passion to passion, an@ she 
daringly defie@g the laws of God anda man, 
and snapped her fingers at public opinion. 

King Charles kept away from her as 
much as possible. He-had his own apart- 
ments in @ quarter of the palace not fre- 
quented by the queen and her profligate 
companions, and he made it a point not to 
inquire about her pleasures. 

To be let aldme was his one desire. and 
nothing could have suited his royal part- 
ner better. 

The court circles were given unbridled 
license to plunge tnto the maddest and wild. 
est debauchery, and there was not a more 
notorious center of corruption and adissipa- 
tion in al} Europe. 


The queen had various jovers, but she 
finally took a fancy to 2 fellow named Go- 
doy, a common soldier in the ranks. 

Godoy was @ Man of little educatton, but 
he was handsome, ambitious and cunning. 
When he found that he had attracted her 
majesty’s attention, he went to work to 
improve every opportunity. He tifew him- 
Self in her way, and lookeq at her with 
6uch eloquent eyes that she had no doubt of 
his admiration and affection 

The private soldier knew what he was 
about. In a short time he was promoted to 
& responsible position in the palace, and ft 
was not very long before all disguise was 
thrown off, and it was known to all the 
world that he was practicaily the rvier of 
Spain, 

He lived in kingly state and courtiers and 
foreign representatives first negotiated 
with him ang filled his pockets with gola 
when they desired to accomplish anything 
important. 

As the queen’s charms faded she became 
more devoted to her pet, and his influence 
over her was absolute. The weak King 
Charles liked the man and was perfectly 
satisfied with the gtate of affairs, but his 
son Ferdinand, heir to the crown, sulked 
ang refused to be pacified. 


After the French had overrun Spain, Na- 
poleon requested ‘the royal family to meet 
him at Bayonne. : 

The king and queen responded to his sum- 
mons, bringing with them Ferdinand and 
Goday. Napoleon was disguste@ with all 
four. He told them very plainly what he 
thought of their tmmoral lives and then 
gave the two rulers a fine estate in France 
and a big annuity to give up all claims to 
the throne. Godoy was to share the bene. 
fits of the arrangement, and tliey were 
delighted and readily accepted the offer 
with its conditions. But Ferdinand was ob- 
stinate. He would not agree to yield his 
rights, and the French emperor hustled him 
off to prison. 

The result was not satisfactory to all 
parties. The queen and Godoy enjoyed the 
infamous life of ease which they had pur- 
chased, and the old king did not complain, 
but the Spanish people kicked. They rose 
in their wrath, and aided by other powers 
they succeeded in driving out the French. 
They then called the illtreatea Ferdinand 
to the throne, and he got rid of the last 
remnant of the Godoy influence. 


When Ferdinand died, in 1833, his daugh- 
ter Isabella inherited the crown, and she 
also inherited some of the worst failings 
of her grandmother on her father’s side. 

She was forced when a young girl, by her 
ministers, to marry an {dlot cousin, and she 
embraced every convenient opportunity to 
imitate her grandmother's shameful con- 
duct. 

Queen Isabella found a Godoy in every 
regiment of her troops. Ghe picked out 
sweethearts in every class of society, and 
had no prejudicas aguinst foreigaers. 

She was So utterly abandoned in her mode 
of life that all Spain was ina ferment. In- 
surrections were numerous, and for nearly 
a generation the country was given over to 
disorder and lawlessness. 

Finding that her people would no longer 
tolerate her vices, Isabella went to Paris to 
reside permanently. She abdicated in favor 
of one of her youthful accidents, but the 
Spaniards would not accept her choice. 

For some thirty years the ex-queen has 
lived in Paris, and her career there was 
reckless and dissoluse until old age checked 
her vicious impulses and forced her very 
unwillingly to lead a quiet life. She is now 
about seventy years old, and has recently 
expressed herself very patriofically about 
Spain’s troubles. 


Maria Christina, who is not really a queen 
now, but a queen regent, does not resemble 
the other queens mentioned here in any re- 
spect. 

She is now about forty years old, and is a 
comely woman, though she was a very un- 
attractive-looking blonde in her younger 
days. A member of the royal Ha psbuxg 
family of Austria, she is proud of her lin- 
eage, and her character and conduct have 
always been spotless. 

The queen regent is the equal of Victoria, 
so far as virtue goes, and she is entitled to 
as much honor when she is compared with 
her as a wife, mother and ruler. 

She is devoted to the boy king and her 
two daughters, and she has never neglected 
her religious, political and domestic duties. 
Her life has been unhappy. The late king 
was not faithful to her, and for years the 
Spaniards held aloof from her because she 
was a foreigner. It is only recently that 
her subjects have begun to appreciate her. 

Unlike many women in her position, she 
is economical, public-spirited, charitable and 
energetic in working for the interests of her 
people. She has sound political judgment, 
for she has selected able advisers, and it is 
known that she personaliy made several 
efforts to have Spain's differences with this 
country settled without a clash of arms. 


The private virtues of Maria Christina 
will be a very weak bulwark against the 
discontent and anger of the Spaniards dur- 
ing the next few months, if the signs of the 
times indicate anything. 

When people see the flag of their coun- 
try going down in humiliation and defeat; 
when they mourn the loss of the flower of 
their mavy and army, and when they look 
forward to a future of Ae :pless poverty and 
heavy taxes, they are in no mood to appre- 
ciate the good qualities of the rulers under 
whom they have suffered so much. 

In such situations the masses of a de- 
feated country always insist upon ‘hoiding 
somebody responsibie for their misfortunes 
and they frequently make a scapegoat of 
some one in authority who is really iess to 
biame than anybody else. 

It is quite likely that the queen regent 
and her son wilt be the victimes of a 
indignation in Spain. The old cry wili again 
be raised that Maria Christina is a for- 
eigner,. an Austrian who Is not in sympathy 
with Spanish interests, and it will be un- 
justly charged that she is respons!ble for 
the insurrection in Cuba, the war with this 
country, the defeats of her fleets and ar- 
mies and the troubles in Spain. Her life 
may end in exile, and in sadness and diz- 
appointment. 

No such bitterness was reserved for the 
other queens whose lives have_been briefly 
su zed in this sketch. ITney may be

Colonel Brown 4@xpects an order to move 
to the front almost any time, but as yet 
no definite information has come from 
Washington, but it is known in camps to- 
night that the troops are not long for Camp 
Northen. 

“The order to move may come at any 
hour. Sixteen hundred and seventy-five re- 
cruits surrounded the volunteer camp fires 
tonight. The fulf quota of 2,400 is expected 
not later than Friday night. Advices at 
headquarters state hundreds of volunteers 
are headed this way from the state, and 
large detachments will be in tomorrow. 

The following companies arrived today 
and tonight: 

Clinch Rifles, Augusta, Captain Fry, sev- 
enty-seven men; German Guards 
(Captain Renkle, Augusta, seventy- 
one men; Chatham Artillery, Cap-

ty-eight men. 

’ The first sensation of the camp occurred 
tonight when Corporal Grealish, of Cap- 
tain Fry’s company, Augusta, walked up 
to Colonel Brown and informed him he 
wanted to return home Dbefofe he would 

‘'eep on a straw bed in a ghelter tent. 
~Monel Brown promptly replied he could 
go and later ordered a lieutenant to see 
that the corporal left camp at once, 

Grealish ig said to have been drinking. 
Almost the entire company apologized to 
Colone] Brown later for the corporal’s con- 
duct. 

The officers are unable to understand 
why the authorities at Washington do not 
send more equipment which is so badly 
needed. 

This afternoon Governor Atkinson, Colo- 
nel Brown and Lieutenant Kirkland wired 
the war department when supplies were to 
be shipped. The messages were entirely 
ignored, no replies having been received 
up to a late hour tonight. 

Major Taylor examined eight companies 
for enlistment today. Seven were of the 
First regiment and Captain Willcoxon’s 
company from Atlanta. All the men pre- 
viously examined were passed. About one- 
fourth of those not previously examined 
were turned down. Out of fifteen Coweta 
men in Willcoxon’s ‘company nine were 
not accepted. All Atlanta men passed. 

Captain Mills begins mustering in the 
troops tomorrow, and will have them en- 
listed in a few hours. 

Ijeutenant Ruthers, Eighth infantry, and 
Lieutenant Elliot, Twelfth infantry, United 
States army, arrived tonight to assist Cap- 
tain Mills. 

Captain Bradley’s company of artillery, 
Atianta, is comfortably quartered in one of 
the stables tonight. 

Will Use State’s Equipment. 

One of the most important orders yet 
received at the camp was to Lieutenant 
Kirkland, of. the United States army, who 
wil] succeed Captain Howard as post com- 
missary when the troops are mustered in. 
He was given notice this morning by the 
war department at Washington to take

charge of the state equipment at once andj -(ontingent. After having enjoyed the sights 


not to wait for army supplies from head- 
quarters. 

Former orders have been to the effect 
that the troops were to usé the state equip- 
ment only until the volunteers were formal- 
ly enlisted, when the government was to 
assume control and furnish all supplies. 
The change is not without significance. 
The officers here believe it is not the inten- 
tion of the government to keep the volun- 
teers at Camp Northen but for a short 
while and that the state equipment has 
been mustered into service in order to al- 
low the troops to prepare for actual] service 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Lieutenant Kirkland has been ordered to 
take charge of the commissary department 
Thursday morning, when Captain Howard 
and Commissary Sergeant Kenan will be 
relieved from duty. Lieutendnt Kirkland 
has been in the service of the government 
for some time, and is a competent officer. 

‘This post is one of the hardest and most 
responsible in the entire camp. The regula- 
tions prescribed by the army for feeding 
men must be strictly complied with. The 
furnishing of supplies for 2,400 men is no 
small task and requires a mathematical 
adept. For instance, 7-25 ounces of coffee, 
8-25 of an ounce of tea, 16-25 of an ounce 
of soap are allotted to every man a day. 
It will readily be seen that some gray 
matter is required for dealing out correct 
quantities to various numbers of men in 
the different companies. Moreover, Mer- 
chant of Venice rulds must be observed: A 
peund is a pound, an ounce an ounce, 
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made, considering the lack of 
equipment. He stated that the ladies of 
the state were preparing to present a state 
flag to each regiment in camp. The flags 
have been ordered, and the Second regi- 
ment will be honored by receiving its flag 
from Mrs. Governor Atkinson and the Firet 
‘regiment likewise by Mrs. P. W. Meldrim, 
of Savannah.

Now that the government has practically 
said it will send no equipment at present 
by ordering the volunteers to use the state’s 
property, Colonel Brown has about despair- 
ed of receiving any tents, ete.. which are 
s0 badly needed, from Washington for the 
present. Consequently a large force of car- 
penters ,has been at work all day on the 
Stables, eight of which will be converted 
into army quarters, which will probably be 
occupied by the artillery. The supply of 
tents is almost comp'etely exhausted. The 
Macon volunteers came in today and could 
only be supplied with smal] shelter tents, 
They did not exaetly like this hospitality, 
and immediately telephoned home for their 
own wal] tents, which will arrive tomor- 
row. 

This has been an usually busy day in 
camp. The companies of Captains Barker 
and Nash, of Atlanta, have become accii- 
mated and are getting down to hard work. 
Several hours were spent in drilling this 
morning, when raw recruits were given 
another Jesson in the art of military tac- 
tics. Some of these men are terribly inex- 
perienced and it will be weeks before they 
will be able to do active service. 

There are no deserters as yet. No one 
appears tO want to return to the paternal 
roof. If any of the men are sorry, they 
have smuggled their sorrow in their own 
breasts. Just how long these blooming ap- 
petites will continue to welcome the stereo- 
typed menus is speculative. Truly the ma- 
jority of these men have seen better days, 
but many have not. Some do not wear the 
same eager expression when the dinner bu- 
gle sounds as they did the first two days. 
There are evidences of a physiological re- 
volt somewhere. A lump of comfort, how- 
ever, is derived from the probability of a 
predicament in the near future where beans 
and water might have to be the sole filler: 
and where hardtack and coffee might be a.

Foraging Begins Already. 


The entire camp on the eastern slope was 
awakened early this morning by the squall- 
ing of a half dozen chickens, which, at- 
tracted by the crumbs from the tables, had 
innocently strolled into camp. Right of 
ownership lost its effect on half a dozen 
hardtack-fed yolunteers, who unable to 
withstand such a temptation, immediately 
sent 4 fusilade of stones after the chicks, 
and chased them all over the hill, until 
the whole flock was bagged. Governor At- 
kins@n and Colonel Brown had chicken for 
dinner today. 

Yesterday a slim yellow cur dog wander-

One 
of the best companies on the grounds is the 
Irish Jasper Greens, of Savannah, number- 
ing eighty-five men, all af whom were 
origina] members of this organization, hav- 
ing left families and good positions to go 
to the war. The Atlanta companies show 
up well and will be heard from when the 
fun really vegins. 

Private John E. Wood, of Captain Stev- 
ens’s company, from Macon, bears the dia- 
tinction of having shed the first blood of 
the Georgia volunteers. While on guard 
duty last night about 1 o'clock, near the 
eastern entrance, he noticed a squad of 
soldiers attempting to enter the lines after 
taps had been sounded. Wood ordered them 
to halt, and ane man was about to demon- 
strate his fighting capacity when the senti- 
nel promptly brought his bayonet into play 
and ran it into the miscreant’s left arm. 
This settled hostilities, ang the wounded 
man retired to his tent in silence. His 
wound, which was not serious, was dressed 
this morning. The guardhouse has not as 
yet been honored with any prisoners.

Get New Soldiers in Shape, 


WOULD CALL ON COMPANY CAPTAINS 


A Demand to Georgia Troops To Give 
Up Arms Would Meet with Strong 
Opposition and Probably 
Cause Disbandment of 
the Militia. 


IN ORDER TO FURNISH THE RE- 
cruits now in camp at Griffin with arms 
and equipments, so that they may become 
accustomed to handling them as quickly 
as possible, the guns, belts, knapsacks, hav- 
ersacks and leggins now in the possession 
of the militia of the state may be called 
for from the companies in the organized 
volunteers and turned over to the new 
soldiers. 

No definite action has yet been taken in 
this regard, but the advisability of it, to 
get the recruits disciplined and trained 80 
that they will be ready for the field in a 
short time, has been discussed by Governor 
Atkinson and Acting Adjutant General Er- 
win, 

It is said to be the most available plan 
that now presents itself to the officers to 
get the recruits in shape. It is conceded 
that the government cannot for some time 
furnish the necessary arms and _  equip- 
ments for the men. All the states are or- 
ganizing their quotas of troops and they 
cannot be supplied with arms immediately 
by the war department, but must wait 
until the manufacturers turn out the guns 
and eqipments. 

If it is decided wpon, the war department 
will be communicated with at once, and 
it is believed to be almost certain that the 
officials will be willing to allow the troops 
to use the arms of the state militia. As 
soon «as the troops are mustered into the 
service of the United States they are un- 
der the control of the war department, and 
that part of the government must be con- 
sulted before any action can be taken or 
anything done affecting the troops can be 
put into effect. 

It is said to be absolutely necessary that 
the men now in camp and especially those 
who have never had any military experi- 
ence have the use of guns and equipments 
in order to become accustomed to them. It 
is not known how long it will be before 
the government can send arms to the 
troops and much valuable time may be lost 
before they arrive. 

The setting up exercises, which are only 
for the exercise of the bod} and to get 
it into a supple condition, are not suffictent 
training for the men, and it is the desire 
of the officers that the men have every 
kind of experience with arms while they 
are also learning the use of the body and 
getting it hardened to long marches. 


How Arms Will Be Obtained. 


The state owns the arms and equipments 
that are held by every company in the state 
militia and at any time the governor has 
the right to call them in. He can issue a 
requisition on each of the captains of 
companies and have the guns and muni- 
tions brought or sent to the capitol after a 
short notice, 

The.part of the outfit of the Georgia sol- 
diers owned by the state are the gun, the 
bayonet and scabbard, the belt, the knap- 
sack and haversack, the legzins and some 
small arms. These are entrusted to the 
captains of the company, each of whom 
has to give a good bond as security that 
he will use his utmost to protect the arms 
and force the men to abstain from the wan- 
ton destruction of them. 

The size of the bonds given by the cap- 
tains vary, but will average ebout $500, and 
they are filed in the state treasury to be 
forfeited when it is shown that the arms 
are ‘being. stolen by the members of 
the cOmpany, with the captain’s consent. 
When the governor makes a call for the 
arms they must be delivered to him or the 
bonds are forfeited. If it is decided that 
the arms of the state militia will be sent to 
the recruits he will make a demand on the 
captains of the companies for them. What 
regiments the arms will be taken from has 
not been discussed, It is thought that they 
will come proportionately from each regi- 
ment, and many of the companies will be 
entirely stripped of their munitions of war. 
It is said that this method is an entirely 
feasible one, and will not only put the 
United States volunteers in trim and condi- 
tion to receive the government arms that 
will come a littie later, with a knowledge 
of what they are, but will make them more 
efficient than the troops from other states, 
who have not had the initia] experience of 
handling arms and equipment, 

It is understood that the officers of the 
two regiments highly approve of the plan. 
ahd will urge the governor to adopt it. unless 
the arms from the United States are in 
prospect of arriving very soon. 

State Troops Will Object. 


The contemplated plan of the executive 
to use the arms of the militia for the re- 
cruits will cause a howl of protest from 
the companies composing the militia. The 
mention of it causes an echo to resound 
down the line that will increase in volume 
as the plan grows more probable. 

The soldiers in Atlanta who have worked 
with their arms and become accustomed to 
them, are loathe to give them up, they say, 
and will raise many objections to the plan, 
they say. They believe that it wili be an 
imposition orn them and will cause the dis- 
bandment of the state troops. 

Many of them say that the militia has 
been struck-a hard blow by the arrangement 
in which the Georgia volunteers for the 
United States volunteer army were chosen, 
ana that if an additional arrangement Is 
brought about whereby the arms of the com- 
panies are taken from them, it will cause 
them to surrender their allegiance to the 
state’s defense.

The advices from other parts of the state 
received by Acting Adjutant General Er- 
win reported that the examinations were 
proceeding rapidly and would soon be at 
an end. Govemor Atkinson returned trom 
Griffin last night and will be in the execu- 
tive office this morning.

Acting Adjutant Erwin said yesterday 
that he would have one recruiting officer 
remain at the capitol, as there were many 
men whe called at the capitol each day 
wanting to enlist, and he would have to 
have some one there to receive them. 

It was a surprise, though, when the an- 
nouncement came that two recruiting offi- 
cers would be here. It was not thought 
likely that any urgent measures need be 
taken to get men enough to wake up the 
two regiments. 

Both of the officers who will open the 
recruiting stations here are well known 
in the city. They will be able to secure 
many recruits, it is said, from the old com- 
panies with which they were connected be- 
fore they were assigned to duty with the 
volunteer army of the United States.

One new station will be opened this morn- 
ing, and all those who wish to go into the 
regiments from Georgia may apply to the 
recruiting officers in the capitol and receive 
assignment to the companies with which 
they will fight.

President Powers of the league did not 
telegraph the Atlanta team that Gifford 
would be allowed to play in New Orleans 
and the Atlantas came back home, as di- 
rected by President Moyers. But Powers 
saw that he was in the wrong and after the 
Atlanta téam had started home he sent the 
following telegram: 

“W. T. Moyers, President Atlanta Base- 
ball Club, Atlanta, Ga.—Mobile has with- 


drawn charges; Gifford now in good stand- 
ing. HENRY POWERS.” 

This was a complete back down both on 
the part of Powers of the New Orleans 
team, and on the part of the Mobile team. 
But it did not do any good, for Powers 
‘waited too bong. He was evidently under 
the impression that Atlanta would not 
come home, but would come on to New 
Orleans anyway. ‘ 

After the Atlanta team had started home 
and Mobile saw that they were not bluffing 
the following telegram was received from 
the owner of the Mobile team: 

“WW. T. Movers, President Atlanta Base- 
ball Club—Mobile withdraws charges 
against Gifford. Respectfully suggest that 
vou notify team at Montgomery to fullfill 
New Orleans engagement. lL E. SMITH.” 

Of course it was out of the question to 
do this after the Atlanta team had started 
home, for they had been put to extra ex- 
jpense all on account of the unwarranted 
action: of Powers, so President Moyers 
wired Smith as follows: 

“.. E. Smith, President Mobile Baseball 
Club, Mobile, Ala.—Telegram received noti- 
fying me that Mobile withdraws charges 
against Gifford and asking Atlanta to fill 
engagement with New Orleans. I believe 
charges against Gifford were unjustifiable 
and should not have been made, but thank 
you for your manliness in withdrawing. As 
you know, the Atlanta team is on way 
home. Will play New Orleans only after 
President Powers has made proper repara- 


tion for wrong and damage done us. 
“W. T. MOYERS.” 


Both the owners of the Mobile club and 
the New Orleans club say that they were 
in the wrong, but they did not think that 
the Atlantas would come home. When 
they found that they were wrong in this 
they made a complete back down and tried 


to get Atlanta to come to New Orleans. 


Powers’s Bluff Called. 
As Powers is an owner in the Mobile 
team, it is thought here that he got the 


Mobile team to withdraw charges as soon 


as they saw that the Atlanta team was 
not bluffing. They went to the trouble to 
put Atlanta to extra eXpense and then 
thought that they would come to New Or- 
leans. 

Powers held his bluff out as long as he 
thought it would go and then he made 4 
back down. ; 

The following letter sent yesterday after- 
noon to Powers shows that the Atlanta 
team wil] not suffer financially from the 
deal. New Orleans will not be allowed the 
three games, and it now seems that they 
went to a lot of trouble and put up a big 
bluff all for nothing: 

‘Mr. Henry Powers, President Southern 


Baseball League, New Orleans, La. Dear 
Sir: I presume that your team, finding the 


- Atlantas forced to return home by reason 


of your unjust decision against them, will 
go to their grounds today, tomorrow and 
next day and claim the games scheduled 
there forfeited to them. I now formally 
protest against the allowing of these games 
to New Orleans on the ground that your 
conduct in crippling Atlanta’s team so that 
she could not play was without authority 
and consequéntly unlawful, 

“You are further put on notice that the 
Atlanta club will claim the guarantees for 
these three days from New Orleans, togeth- 
er with such other damages as Atlanta has 
sustained by reason of this unlawful con- 
duct, and that we. shall hold both the 
Southern League and the New Orleans 
Baseball Club for the payment thereof. 

“You are further put on notice that the 
Atianta club is preparing and «will file for- 
mal charges against Manager Jack Kelly, 
of the ‘Mobile team, which it will insist be 
considered by the proper authorities and 
the penalty of the law meted out to him 
for his misconduct. These charges will be 
forwarded to yOu tomorrow.

The Details of the Fight. 

The details of the fight that caused all 
the trouble have reached Atlanta and it 
geems that Gifford did nothing that he 
should not have done.

Kelly had no right in 
the world to go on the field and the papers 
of his own town roast him for it. The 
BMoriie paper in speaking of the occurrence 
tae tne following to say:

President Powers. 
TEAM GOES TO BIRMINGHAM 


Mullaney’s Men Will Fulfill Their 
Engagemtns with Other Clubs. 


DEMANDS GNARANTEE FROM NEW ORLEANS 


The League Is in Good Shape and the 
Bronchos Will Make a Desperate 
Pull for the Pennant. 
"Tome ast night, thereby missing the 

three games they should have played 
in New Orleans, but it will not affect their 
‘ standing in the league at all, as they will 
i protest the games they should have played 
‘in New Orleans. 

President Powers of the league did not 
telegraph the Atlanta team that Gifford 
would be allowed to play in New Orleans 
and the Atlantas came back home, as di- 
rected by President Moyers. But Powers 
saw that he was in the wrong and after the 


Atkanta téam had started home he sent the 
following telegram: 

“WW. T. Moyers, President Atlanta Base- 
ball Club, Atlanta, Ga.—Mobile has with- 
drawn charges; Gifford now in good stand- 
ing. HENRY POWERS.” 

This was a complete back down both on 
the part of Powers of the New Orleans 
team, and on the part of the Mobile team. 
But it did not do any good, for Powers 
“waited too long. He was evidently under 
the impression that Atlanta would not 
Gome home, but would come on to New 


Orleans anyway. . 

After the Atlanta team had started home 
and Mobile saw that they were not bluffing 
the following telegram was received from 
the owner of the Mobile team: 

“WW. T. Moyers, President Atlanta Base- 
ball Club— Mobile withdraws charges 
against Gifford. Respectfully suggest that 
you notify team at Montgomery to fullfill 
New Orleans engagement. I. E. SMITH.” 

Of course it was out of the question to 
do this after the Atlanta team had started 
home, for they had been put to extra ex- 
pense all on account of the unwarranted 
action of Powers, so President Moyers 


wired Smith as follows: 

“T,. E. Smith. Pres‘dent Mobile Baseball 
Club, Mobile, Ala.—Telegram received noti- 
fying me that Mobile withdraws charges 
against Gifford and asking Atlanta to fill 
er.gagement with New Orleans. I believe 
charges against Gifford were unjustifiable 
and should not have been made, but thank 
you for your manliness in withdrawing. As 
you know, the Atlanta team is on way 
home. Will play New Orleans only after 
President Powers has made proper repara- 
tion for wrong and damage done us. 

“W. T. MOYERS.” 

Both the owners of the Mobile club and 
the New Orleans club say that they were 
in the wrong, but they did not think that 
the Atlantas would come home. When 
they found that they were wrong in this 
they made a complete back down and tried 

to get Atlanta to come to New Orleans. 

Powers’s Bluff Called. 

As Powers is an owner in the Mobile 
team, it is thought here that he got the 
Mobile team to withdraw charges as soon 
as they saw that the Atlanta team was 
not bluffing. They went to the trouble to 
put Atlanta to extra efpense and then 
thought that they would come to New Or- 


leans. 
Powers held his bluff out as long as he 
thought it would go and then he made a 


back down. ‘ 

The following letter sent yesterday after- 
noon to Powers shows that the Atlanta 
team wil] not suffer financially from the 
deal. New Orleans will not be allowed the 
three games, and it now seems that they 
went to a lot of trouble and put up a big 


bluff all for nothing: 

“Mr. Henry Powers, President Southern 
Baseball League, New Orleans, La. Dear 
Sir: I presume that your team, finding the 
. Atlantas forced to return home by reason 
of your unjust decision against them, will 
go to their grounds today, tomorrow and 
next day and claim the games scheduled 
there forfeited to them. I now formally 
protest against the allowing of these games 
to New Orleans on the ground that your 
conduct in crippling Atlanta’s team so that 
she could not play was without authority 
and consequéntly unlawful, 

“You are further put on notice that the 
Atlanta club will claim the guarantees for 
these three. days from New Orleans, togeth- 
er with such other damages as Atlanta has 
sustained by reason of this unlawful con- 
duct, and that we. shall hold both the 
Southern League and the New Orleans 
Baseball Club for the payment thereof. 

“You are further put on notice that the 
Atlanta club is preparing and will file for- 
mal charges against Manager Jack Kelly, 
of the ‘Mobile team, which it will insist be 
considered by the proper authorities and 
the penalty of the law meted out to him 
for his misconduct. These charges will be 
forwarded to yOu tomorrow.

Carolina. The last named state was includ- 
ed in the territory six months ago, but ex- 
cluding that state and comparing the bust- 
ness done in the other two states in 1897 
with the business transacted in 1896, the 
was 40 per cent. 

"ae cat service association handles freight 
cars loaded or unloaded at competitive 
points in either of the three states named. 
Thé purpose of the association is to keep @ 
record of the cars and see that they are 
loaded and unloaded promptly, and if not 
shippers or conzignees havé to pay  de¢- 
murrage. A certain amount of “free time’ 
is allowed for loading and unloading. This 
“free time” varies from two to four days 
but the average is seventy-two hours. If 
cats are detained beyond the “free time,” 
then they are Hable to demurrage. 

In Georgia and Florida 248,741 loaded cars 
were handled by the association in 1897. 
againstii79,704 in 1896. This was an increase 
of 69937 cars in ene year, or # per cent. 
That is proof of the greatly vol- 
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efore the association was organized 
the average detention of freight cars by 
shippers and consignees was six and three- 
fourth days. That has been reduced to two 
@Qays. Of course, Many cars are held be- 
yond the “free time’ limit and demurrage 
is paid on them, but as a rule the cars are 
loaded and unloaded promptly now. An 
average saving of four days on 248,000 cars 
means a year’s service to the roads of more 
than 3,000 freight cars. , 

This is where a car service association 
benefits the roads. Their cars’are kept 
moving and they get more gervice out of 
them.

Superintendent Brown Will Be Made To 
Appear in Pelice Court. 


CASE WAS MADE LAST NIGHT

Mayor Says No Permits for Removal 
of Pavements Shall Be Issued. 


CITY ORDINANCES READ TO POLICE FORCE 


Arrest of the Superintendent Foliows. 
Some Trouble About Manner of 
Relaying Street Pavement.

AST night Superintendent N. W. &@. 
LL Brows of the Atlanta Consolidatea 

Street Railroad Company, was served 
With papers of his arrest by Sergeant Moss 
for a violation of the city ordinances regu- | 
lating the removal of street pavements, 
‘The arrest grew out of some orders which 
came from the mayor's office yesterday, fol- 
lowed by instructions from the chief of po- 
lice to the patrolmen on the police force. 

The mayor issued an order for the com- 
missioner of public Works to grant na more 
‘permits to the Atlanta Consolidated Street | 
Railroad Company to remove any perma- | 
Nent improvements, and following 
this came instructions from the chief of 
police for the captains to read certain sec- 
tions of the city code to all the patrolmen, 
with orders for these laws to be rigidly en- 
forced. These sections of the code refer to 
the removal of street improvements with- 
out permits from the commissioner of pub- 
‘lic works. 

All of this may mean a very lively and 
interesting legal controversy between the 
city anq the Consolidated. j 

The reason of the refusal of the city to 
Grant the Consolidated permits to remove 
sireet pavements is said to be on account 
of the street raflroad company falling to re- 
place the pavement in a workmanlike man- 
ner, The belgian blocks, for instance, were 
laid with skilled labor that cost something 
like $4 a day, and it has been replaced. !t is 
eaid, by the Consolidated with cheap labor 
@nd by men not skilled in that line of 
work. . 

Pavement Not Relaid Well. 

Tt has been cited by some of the city offi. 
cials that on many streets where the Con- 
e0lidated has torn up the belgian block and 
relaid it that the pavement is uneven ani 
rough. 

There was no provision in the mayor's 
order, but it statea flatly that no permits 
at all would be hereafter granted. 

Yesterday afternoon Chief Manly issued 
an order which required the captains of po- 
lice to read to al! patroimen the following | 
city ordinances: Sections 980 ang {138 of the 
code and section 227 of the amendments. 
Section 980 states that it shall be the duty 
of the police department to enforce the 
ordinance requiring all persons removing 
permanent street improvements to have a 
permit from the commissioner of public 
works. Section 1138 is as follows:

When the evening watch of the police 
went on duty Sergeant Moss ascertained 
that the Consolidated had already violated 
the ordinance by removing belgian blocks 
on South Pryor and Alabama streets. A 
case Was made against Superintendent 
Brown and it will be tried this afternoon 
at half-past 2 o’clock. 

President Woodruff. of the Consolidated, 
was out of the city last night and could nat 
be seen. Mr. Joel Hurt was also absent 
from the city. To a reporter of The Con- 
Stitution Superintendent Brown said: 

“I was served with a copy of the charges 
late this afternoon and have had no time 
to look into the merits of the case. I have 
heard of no crder from the mayor about 
permits and cannot tell what his motives 
may have been.

Bishop had paid at the time of the trial 
in liquidating the debts of the concern over 
$1,100 more than he had received from the 
company. The prosecution was represented 
by Mr. W. W. Davies, and the defense was 
represented by Colonel W. T. Moyers, as- 
fisted by Colonel Frank O'Bryan, Mr. Frank 
Arnold and Mr. Julius Brown.

Chaplain O. J. Nave Talks. 


“The idea of providing for the physical] 
as well as the esptritual condition of the 
soldiers is one of the greatest in connection 
with the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion field work,” said Chaplain Nave. “Of- 
ten the men are attacked with slight trou- 
bles, such as neuralgta, and the army sur- 
geons will not send them to the hospital 
unless they are confined to their tents with 
serious illness. 

‘As I understand the plan of the national 
board, it is to furnish the surgeon in every 
regiment with a blank slip and-when the 
soldiers answer the roll call after breakfast 
to take the name of those who are sick, but 
not enough so to receive hospital nursing, 
and turn them over to the Young Men's 
Christian Association gecretary, who will 
give them a change of diet from the ordi- 
nary camp fare. 

“This, of course, will necessitate an ad- 
ditional tent, but will not add greatly to the 
running expense. The men who are well, 
but tired of the continual army rations can 
be given meals for a moderate charge that 
will almost cover the expense of the 
kitchen. 

“My experience has been that soldiers 
who are well fed can be reached easier by 
the influence of religion than those who are 
hungry and half sick. - It will be a great re. 
lief to the parents of the young men who 
go from Georgia, if they know that their 
sons are being well provided for and tend- 
ed in every sickness, by careful hands. I 
believe that is will be the means of saving 
many lives by taking all who are sick 
whem they are first attacked and not wait-

MADE YESTERDAY

afternoon without having selected a jury in 
the case. One count in the demurrer war 
sustained by Judge Lumpkin, but he an- 
nounced before adjournment that his de- 
cision in regard to the second count would 


be reserved until this morning. 

Immediately after his Cecision has been 
made the work of selecting a jury will com- 
mence and the case will begin in earnest 
There is a good deal of interest manifested 
In the cese and the outcome will be closely 
watched. . 

Sometime before the hour for convening 
court arrived yesierday morning attorneys 
of the city began coming into court in or- 
der to select favorable seats. It is proba- 
ble that never befcre in the history of the 
bar of this city has so great a number of 
attorneys attended a trial here. The court- 
room was crowded@ before the trial com- 
menced. It could be plairly seen that the 
attorneys regarded the case of the utmost 
impcrtance. Many nice points pf law wil’ 
probably be raised during the progress of 
the trial, and the attorneys desire to hear 
then discussed. 

Major Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta 
who

ecution by Mr. Joseph R. Lamar, also of 
Augusta. Mr. Ladson is represented by

Sut 
the second cabies showed a sudden slump 
in July also. This unlooked for pressure 
on the part of the English market caused 
& Weak opening here. July began with 
declines of 2@3c. Trades were on a range 
of $1.17@1L18. Four subsequent quotations 
reduced the price to $1.16%. Here the sup- 
ply of wheat suddenly vanished and quo- 
tations steadily advanced to $1.25, the high- 
est point yet reached by the July option. 
May wheat was only heard from at long 
intervals.

Atlanta, May 10.—The cotton report for 
the month of May has reference to the 
proposed acreage as compared with the 
acreage pianted in 1897. A reduction in 
acreage is reported from every cotton grow- 
ing state. the general result indicating a 
breadth of 93.4 as compared with last year, 
or a reduction of 6.6 per cent.

1. Your petitioners are the corporators 
and legal successers of corporators, re- 
spectively, of the corporation known as 
“The Trustees of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, of Atlanta, Georgia,” 
which was duly incorporated by said court 
on July 29th, 1885. 

2. On June i6th, 1888, the charter of said 
corporation was so amended as to author- 
ize it to issue bonds to the amount of 
$15,000.00, secured by a deed of trust to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association build- 
ing and lot owned by it on the southeast 
corner of Pryor and Wheat streets, in the 
city of Atlanta, so as to raise money to 
finish paying for said building.

. the results of the work done by the ladies’ 
auxillary of the Grady hospital. No organ- 
ization of women fn the city has done more 
good and worked more earnestly than has 
the little band of women of which Mrs. 
Pobert J. Lowry the leader. In the 
face of the new enterprises arising in the 
last few years to attract women to new 
Interests and the falling off of membership 
that is always the case when the novelty 
is worn off, the ladies’ auxiliary of the 
hospital has not only held together, but 
it would seem that the best workers have 
concentrated their forces in it and re- 
solved to throw their hearts into the work 
and carry it through successfully Their 
first crowning success was the chiidren’s 
ward, which has proved to be one of the 
most useful additions of the hogpital and 
which was built with money every cent of 
which was raised by the aux'lary. Since 
its completion hundreds of little children 
have been taken from squalid and poverty 
stricken homes and cared for with the 
tenderness and medical science that is the 
lot of the more fortunate child.

REPORT SHOWS LARGE INCREASE OF BOOKS 


$1,000 Spent for a New Bookroom 
Annex and Circulation Is Larger 
Than Ever Before. 
| brary Association miet last night and 
nominated new officers for the ensuing 
year as follows: 

E. M. Mitchell, president; A. A. Meyer, 
vice president; F. M. Scott, secretary, and 
G. R. DeSaussure, treasurer; directors, J. 
R. Nutting, W. M. Slaton, J. C. GHaskell,. 
W. F. Denny. 

The election will take place next Tuesday 
at the hall from 2 o’clock to 6 p. m. The 
inspectors are R. C. Alston, C. L. Petti- 
grew and G, FF. Mitchell. 

J. R. Nutting, president, reports for the 
past year as follows: 

“The year just closed has been one of 
constant and steady progress and in the 
essential item of book issues the growth 
has been remarkable. Theses vious max- 
imum circulation was fo Vie year ending 
May 1, 189%, when a total of 16,045 book is- 
sues was reached. For the year just closed 
the circulation was 26,05, showing an in- 
crease of 10,000 for the past two years, or 
over © per cent. The figures above quoted 
ouly partly indicate the growth of the as- 
sociation, and no note is taken of the large 
number of books read in the hall. 

“In my opinion the time has finally come 
when the municipal authorities should 
make a regular appropriation from the 
public funds for fostering and sustaining 
the association. Modern ghelving has been 
put in and everything is ready for the in- 
troduction of the card system of catalogu- 
ing, and it is hoped that this work can be 
carried to completion during the coming 
year. In making the addition to our build- 
ing and making the other improvemente it 
Was necessary to withdraw $1,000 from our 
invested funds and our tncome from the 
invested fund will, therefore, be reduced 
until this amiount can be replaced. 

“One of the most interesting and valu- 
able features of our work during the past 
year has been the course of lectures insti- 
tuted by our accomplished librarian for the 
benefit of the pupils of the Boys’ High 
school. These lectures have been delivered 
by prominent members of the Saturday 
Night Club, the subjects selected usually 
having reference to the questions discussed 
by the Iligh school boys in their regular 
debates. In closing my report I wish to 
thank the members for the honor conferred 
upon me in twice electing me president, I 
shall always look back on my connection 
with the association as one of tne pleas- 
antest experiences of my life.’’ 

The comptroller’s report ig as follows: 

“The library, for convenience, separaies 
ite money into three funds. , 

‘1. We have the ‘investment fund.’ This 
fund amounts to $11,315 and is loaned out 
on real estate and bank «tock security at 
8 and 7 percent. The interest realized dur- 
ing the past year was $912.25, but it is esti- 
mated that this income will be reduced a 
litthe during next year by reason of the 
lowering of interest from 8 to7 per cent. 

“9 We have the ‘general fund,’ whieh In- 
cludes all revenues of the association from 
dues, fines, interest, entertainments and 
all other sources. 

“8 We have a ‘special surpius fund.’ 
Bach. month we lay aside a certain sum of 
money so that when January ist of the 
next year comes we will be certain to have 
a balance in the treasury. The specinl 
surplus and sinking fund to be accumulat- 
ed during 1898 is $500; $250 has already been 
accumulated and $250 will be added to it 
during the remaining months of 1898. 

‘‘The total expenses, including surplus, is 
$5.234.47, less (from invested fund) $1,000, 
making $4,234.47. Total receipts, including 
surplus, $3,764.25 from $4,234.47 leaves $470,22. 
That is to say that we have spent $470.22 
more than we made during the year, The 
total cost of the annex was $1,671.80."

Two Barbers Were with the Soldiers 
When Attack Was Made—Trial 
This Afternoon. 

States army were locked up at the 
police barracks last night charged.-with 


having made an assault on an Atlanta citi- 
zen and a member of the fire department. 
The soldiers and W. 8. Moseley, assistant 
foreman of Fire Company No. 4, had two 
difficulties during the evening and in the 
last the fireman came out considefably 
worsted. 

The soldiers under arrest are Sergeant 
H. 8. Story, of the Tenth cavalry; Corporal 
David Brown, of the Twenty-Fifth infan- 
try, and Joe Camp, private of the Tenth 
cavalry. All three men denied any knowl-

‘edge of any difficulty and firmly maintained. 


that jf any soldiers had been in a fight it 
was not they. 

From what the polic® could learn of the 
difficulties, Moseley met Séigeant Story on 
Marietta street about 8 o'clock and after 
a quarre] the fireman. knocked the negro 
soldier down. 

About 8 o'clock tite’ sergeant, Corporal 
Brown and two negro barbers went to look 
for the fireman and met him near the 
corner of Poplar and Peachtree streets. 
This was about habfepast 8 o'clock. Just 
what occurred then is not definitely known, 
but the result was that one of the negro 
soldiers struck Mosely with a heavy 
weapon, presumably a pistol. Several 
blows were struck with the weapon, some 
of them from the rear. Moseley fell bleed- 
ing upon the pavement. He was taken to 
his home on Bass street and a physician 
dressed his wounds, there being four or five 
severe contusions on the head and face. 

Two hours after the difficulty the negro 
soldiers were found at the recruiting sta- 
tion, No. 31% South Pryor street, and taken 
fo the police barracks in the patrol wagon. 
Cases of disorderly conduct were booked 
against them. The soldiers were locked up 
in a corridor of the prison, but were not 
placed in a cell. 

After the arrest three or four white men 
called at the barracks and identifiea Ser- 
geant Storey as one Of the men who at- 
tacked Moseley, but they were not so sure 
about the other two. However, as there 
was only one corporal and one sergeant at 
the recruiting station the cases as at first 
booked were allowed to stand. 

The negroes were very submissive and 
submitted to arrest without any resistance, 
but with a protest that they were innocent. 
They said: 

“We are innocent of the charge made by 
the police and if any citizen was assaulted 
we know nothing of it. We are willing to 
stand trial, but must protest against being 
locked up in prison when we have violated 
no laws of Atlanta.’’ , 

The three men under arrest came ffom 
Chickamauga three or four days ago and 
have been at the recruiting station enlist- 
ing negroes for the regular army. 

ft was said that the first difficulty be- 
tween Moseley and Sergeant Storey grew 
out of an altercation, and Moseley struck 
the negro and knocked him down because 
he used some very impudent language. Be- 
fore the arrival of the negro soldiers, the 
news had preceded them from Chattanooga 
that many of them were very impertinent 
and quarrelsome, and Moseléy probably 
was not in a humor to take much from the 
soldier, 

The pelice tried to find the negro barbers 
who were with the soldiers when the as- 
sault was maile, but failed to locate them. 

Patroiman Boone saw the soldiers and the 
two barbers a few minutes before Moseley 
was attacked, and he heard one of the 
barbers say» “I can find him for you.” 
Shortly after this Boone heard of the diffi- 
culty, wflich was not on his beat. 

The cases will be tried in the police court 
this afternoon at half-past 2 o'clock, if 
Moseley is well enough to attend court. 


At half-past 12 o’clock this morning Cap- 
tain Johnson, who is the white coinmmander 
of the negro company to which the prison- 
ers belong, called at police barracks to see 
about his men. Private Camp and Corporal 
Brown were released an their own bond, 
and Sergeant Storey was held until Mose- 
ley’s condition could be ascertained today.

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WEATHER FAVORABLE! 


FOR FARM WORK 


Little Cold Has Net Murt the Young 
Growth. 


LOW TEMPERATURE ON 6 AND 7 


Satisfactory Progress Has Been Made 
in Growing of Crops. 


IMPROVEMENT IN SOUTHERN COUNTIES 


Much Corn Has Been Plowed, but 
Many Fields Remain Yet To 
Be Planted. 


ROM the weather bureau another in- 
fF teresting report has been issued show- 

ing the condition of Georgia crops and 
giving an interesting statement of the 
weather conditions under which the crops 
throughout the state have grown during 
the week ending Monday. The report in 
full follows: 

“With the exception of the short cold 
spell of the night of the 6th and the day 
of the 7th the general weather conditions 
during the week were favorable to plant 
growth and farm work. Farmers have been 
chopping cotton and working corn as rapid- 
ly as possible. Corn has improved as has 
cotton, but there is much comBlaint of 
poor Stands of both. Cut worms are dam- 
aging corn in the lowland fields. Wheat 
and oats bid fair to make good returns. 
Some oats will be ready to cut in ten 
days. The peach outlook continues most 
flattering, though there is complaint in 
some sections that the fruit is dropping. 
Apples and pears will be scarce. Gardens 
are improving, and in the lower counties 
peas, beans and other vegetables are ready 
for the market. Rice has made consider- 
able improvement during the week. With 
a continuation of the present weather con- 
ditions crops will improve. More rain is 
needed at intervals. 

“With the exception of low temperature 
on the nights of the 6th and 7th, warm, 
seasonable weather has prevailed through- 
out-the central counties, and, as a result; 
cotton and corn, as well as other growing 
crops, have improved. The cold of the 
above mentioned dates did no damage as 
it Was of short’ duration and followed by 
rising temperature and plenty of sunshine. 
Good rains fell on the 6th, greatly reviving 
vegetation. There is still some complaint 
of cut worms in lowland corn. Wheat and 
oats looking remarkably well. Pastures 
good and stock improving. Cotton chop- 
ping is now in progress andthe second 
working of corn has commenced. The 
peach and plum crop good, but pears and 
apples inferior.’ Gardens are improving 
rapidly and the general outlook is en- 
couraging. 

“Notwithstanding the cold on the night of 
the 6th and th, the week as a whole 
was most favorable to all crops in the 
northern counties, and a decided improve- 
ment is reported at the cloee of the week. 
Wheat and oats are still looking fine, and 
wheat is heading in some fields gnd prom. 
ises @ large yield. Some little rust report- 
ed in a few counties. Cotton about all 
planted, and much of it is coming up and 
looking well. Peaches are falling off the 
trees to some extent, but it is still thought 
there will be a fine crop. Apples and grapes 
are also promising. Corn is coming up and 
the stand is generally good. Some sweet 
potato slips were set. 


Last Week’s Cold Snap. 


“Favorable weather conditions prevalled 
in the northeastern counties until Friday 
night, when a sudden and decided fall oc- 
curred in temperature, which did no dam- 
age beyond a temporary check on the ad- 
vance of growing vegetation. This cold 
was Of very short duration and is followed 
by warm sunshine, and al! crops are look- 
ing better than last week. Corn is looking 
well, the stands are not generally good. 
Cotton about all planted and some is up, 
but the stands are poor in many sections. 
Wheat and oats continue to do well, and 
there is little or no complaint of rust this 
week. 

‘Farm work and growing crops have pro- 
gressed satisfactorily through the eastern 
counties during the week. Warm weather 


eontinued til] the night of the 6®h, when the , 


temperature took a sudden drop, and it was 
cold and unfavorable during the following 
day. Chopping cotton is now in progress 
and there in a general complaint of poor 
stands. Oats are looking well and some 
fields will be ready to cut in about ten 
days. There is much complaint of lice on 
oats in Bullock county. The apple outlook 
is discouraging, but peaches will be plenti- 
ful. Gardens are improving. 

“Throughout the southeastern counties 
the weather has been favorable to growing 
crops. Rice has improved Much since last 
report. Corn, potatoes, cane and gardens 
are all doing fair!lv well and irish potatoes 
are being pushed, Fali grain looks well, but 
spring grain will head slow. Peach crop 
good, but pears and apples short. There 1s 
a great deal of blight among pears. More 
rain is needed and plenty of sunshine. 
Some plants suffered from the effects 0 
high winds on the 7th. 

“In the southern. counties a general im- 
provement in the condition of all crops 1s 
reported and the weather was favorable 
to plant growth most of the week. The 
temperature was low for the season on the 
night of the 6th and during the Tth. Cut 
worms are jnjurine late bottom land corn. 
Good rairs on the 6th. but were followed by 
hich winds. which will bake the land and 
retard growth to some extent. Farmers 
are busy working cotton and corn. Sugar 
cane is improving and watermelons are 
doine well. Most of the pinder crop has 
been planted. 

Crops in the South. 

A general improvement is reported in 
all crops in the southwestern counties. 
Corn is small, but looks well as a rule and 
has been worked. Cotton is not a good 
stand: much of the early planted has been 
replanted late; plantings are coming up 
and jook fairly well. Gardens are doing 
well. Oats are small, but wheat is doing 
nicely and promises a good yield. Peanuts 
are coming up and some are being worked. 
Sugar cane looks well. Peach outlook is 
good, but pears are a failure on account 
of blight. 

‘‘The weather in the western counties was 
favorable for farm work and growth of 
vegetation, except during the short cold 
spell which came on the night of the 6th 
and lasted till the morning of the 8th, Corn 
is rather small for the season and the 
stands are poor, but it has improved in 
looks during the week. Cotton about: all 
planted and chopping is in progress. Cot- 
ton is a poor stand and does not look well. 
Gardens are generally improved. Bottom 
land corn is suffering from the effects of 
cut worms in a number of flelds. Ribbon 
cane is fine. Fruit crop ts still encouraging, 
though in some sections peaches are drop- 
ping from the trees. Some potato slips 
have been planted, 

‘In the northwestern counties crops gen- 
erally are doing well and the reports from 
that section are very encouraging. Cotton 
planting about completed; some _ of the 
early plantings are coming up, with fairly 
good stands. A good deal of corn has been 
plowed over during the week, \but there 
‘are a good many fields yet to be planted. 
There is complaint of cut worms in bot- 
toms. Small grain still looks well. While 
some correspondents state that the peach 
crop is a failure. many report prospects fa- 
vorable for a large yield. Winter apples 
plentiful, other varieties scarce. Gardens 


improving.”’
